AN ACT Relating to the Wshington community |earning center
program and anmendi ng RCW 28A. 215. 060.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 28A.215.060 and 2007 c 400 s 5 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The Washington comunity Ilearning center program is
est abl i shed. The program shall be adm nistered by the office of the
superintendent of public instruction. The purposes of the program
i ncl ude:

(a) Supporting the creation or expansion of comunity | earning
centers that provide students with tutoring and educational enrichnent
when school is not in session;

(b) Providing training and professional devel opnent for comrunity
| earni ng center program staff;

(c) Increasing public awareness of the availability and benefits of
af t er-school prograns; and

(d) Supporting statew de after-school internediary organizations in
their efforts to provide |eadership, coor di nati on, t echni cal
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assi stance, professional developnent, advocacy, and programatic
support to the WAshi ngton community |earning center prograns and after-
school prograns throughout the state.

(2)(a) Subject to funds appropriated for this purpose, the office
of the superintendent of public instruction may provide community

| earning center grants to any public or private organization that neets
the eligibility criteria of the federal twenty-first century conmunity
| earni ng centers program

(b) Priority may be given to grant requests submtted jointly by
one or nore schools or school districts and one or nore conmmunity-based
organi zati ons or other nonschool partners.

(c) Priority may al so be given to grant requests for after-school
progranms focusing on inproving mathematics achi evenent, particularly
for mddle and junior high school students.

(d) Priority shall be given to grant requests that:

(1) Focus on inproving reading and mathematics proficiency for
students who attend schools that have been identified as being in need
of inprovenent under section 1116 of Title | of the federal no child
| eft behind act of 2001; and

(i1) Include a public/private partnership agreenent or proposal for
how to provide free transportation for those students in need that are
involved in the program

(3) Community learning center grant funds may be used to carry out
a broad array of out-of-school activities that support and enhance
academ ¢ achi evenent. The activities may include but need not be
limted to:

(a) Renedi al and academ c enrichnent;

(b) Mat hematics, reading, and science education;

(c) Arts and nusic education;

(d) Entrepreneurial education;

(e) Community service;

(f) Tutoring and nentoring prograns;

(g) Prograns enhanci ng the | anguage skills and academ c achi evenent
of limted English proficient students;

(h) Recreational and athletic activities;

(i) Tel econmuni cations and technol ogy educati on;

(j) Prograns that pronote parental involvenment and famly literacy;
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(k) Drug and violence prevention, counseling, and character
educati on prograns; and

(1) Programs that assist students who have been truant, suspended,
or expelled, to inprove their academ c achi evenent.

(4) Each community learning center grant may be nmade for a maxi num
of five years. Each grant recipient shall report annually to the
office of the superintendent of public instruction on what
transportation services are being used to assist students in accessing
the program and how those services are being funded. Based on this
information, the office of the superintendent of public instruction
shall conpile a list of transportation service options being used and
make that list available to all after-school program providers that
were eligible for the comunity | earning center program grants.

(5) To the extent that funding is available for this purpose, the
office of the superintendent of public instruction may provide grants
or other support for the training and professional devel opnent of
community |learning center staff, the activities of internediary after-
school organi zations, and efforts to increase public awareness of the
availability and benefits of after-school prograns.

(6) Schools or school districts that receive a community | earning
center grant under this section may seek approval from the office of
the superintendent of public instruction for flexibility to use a
portion of their state transportation funds for the costs of
transporting students to and from the community |earning center
program

(7) The office of the superintendent of public instruction shal
eval uate program outcones and report to the governor and the education
commttees of the legislature on the outconmes of the grants and nake
recommendations related to program nodification, sustainability, and
possi bl e expansi on. An interim report is due Novenber 1, 2008. A
final report is due Decenber 1, 2009.
